“SHOOTING THE ROUND BALL, 
MUZZLE LOADING BENCH GUNS.”

Editor’s Introduction: Back in 1982 when a bunch of us were trying to put together a book on rifle accuracy | asked Don 
Davis, the muzzle-loading section editor of Gun Week to author an article on muzzle loading bench guns. Don did a fan- 
tastic job, and the article itself is a great introduction to another form of bench shooting. 


When Dave Brennan approached me 
about doing a chapter on the Muzzle Load- 
ing Heavy Bench Guns, shooting a patched 
round ball, | was somewhat at aloss as just 
how to go about it. | dislike “writing-down” 
to shooters, such as yourselves, but felt 
that the.most expedient way to explain our 
particular form of insanity was to assume 
that you lack experience, or knowledge, of 
the muzzle loading game. (Although many 
of you do shoot muzzle loaders, and 
well). 

But, | ama full time writer on muzzle load- 
ing, and my audience is mostly composed 
of muzzle loading shooters, of one degree 
of skill, or other. | know, by the mail | re- 
ceive, and questions posed, that many hi- 
power shooters read my various columns, 
and can tell from the letters that they are 
shooters of marked distinction with mod- 
ern bench guns, and are interested in get- 
ting into muzzle loading: “The Gentleman’s 
Game!” 

To fully explain heavy bench rest shoot- 
ing with a muzzle loading gun would take at 
least a sizable book, and I’m confronted 
with space requirements that preclude a 
lengthy explanation. Therefore, | think it 
will be best to explain our game, and get 
enough detail into it so that you will have at 
least an idea of what we’re doing with them 
antiques. And doing it well! 

First off: We have different forms of 
bench rest shooting: The Squirrel Rifle 
Match is shot with open sights, 10 pound 
limit, and .40 caliber limit, at 50 yards on the 
standard 6 bull target. 

Our Buffalo Matches are shot at 50 and 
100 yards, with the 14 Ib. limit rifle rested on 
cross-sticks. This is a tricky one; there are 
no sighters, you go for broke on the first 
shot, and it better be an X. To win here at 
Friendship, the best 50-5X wins. 

The light bench matches are shot with 14 
Ib. limit guns of any caliber (as with the buf- 
falo), just last Sunday, | shot a 50-4X witha 
10 Ib. offhand rifle, bench rest, at 50 yards. 

But the big action in bench shooting is 
with the heavy bench guns, no weight or 
caliber limit. Iron sights only (modern re- 
ceiver and front sights). Round ball only. 
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We shoot at 50 yards, 100 yards, and some 
matches are for 200 yards. 

Our targets are: The six bull target in 
which five shots are fired, with one being a 
practice bull. The black area, which in- 
cludes the 8 ring is 2.89”; 10 ring; .89’’, and 
X ring .39”. 

One hundred targets have a 6” black 
area which includes the 8 ring. The 10 ring 
is 2’, and the X is 1”. Two hundred yard tar- 
gets have a 2” X ring; 4” ten ring; and 8” 9 
ring. 

At 50 yards, you win on X’s. At 100 
yards, you may be able to drop a 10 or two, 
and at 200 yards, the record is 50-2X, shot 
by Robert (Doc) Morris. 

Due to the numerous calibers involved in 
muzzle loading, our scoring system is as 
follows: Over one-half of the bullet hole 
must be inside the scoring ring in order to 
get the higher number. That makes it a bit 
rough, and may explain to you some of 
what you considered to be low scores when 
you read the results of a muzzle loading 
match. 

At our National Championship Shoots, 
Spring and Fall, the matches are not 
squadded, and you can shoot any target, at 
any distance, at any time or day. At Local 
Clubs, they are mostly squadded. 

We shoot both percussion rifles and flint- 
lock rifles. Some use only flintlocks, which 
puts them into any match, as flintlocks are 
allowed in the percussion matches, and 
you'd be surprised at how often they win. 
There are matches for open sights, and 
others for aperture sights. You can see that 
there’s plenty of action for everybody. 

There are NO production bench guns. 
Our guns are strictly custom jobs, and 
probably cost more than yours do. This is 
due to the hand-crafting involved. 

You win with X’s; let’s get that point over 
right now, and when you consider that 
small X ring, with over half of the hole in it to 
score, you can see that it’s anything but a 
cinch to shoot winning scores. 

Who are the shooters who compete in 
these demanding matches? Most all of us 
are well experienced shooters who have 
shot most anything that you can name. 


Small-bore position; silhouette, hi-power, 
and most anything that shoots in the mod- 
ern matches. 

In other words, we’re competition match 
shooters all the way, and can hold our own 
with most any sort of firearm you can think 
of. 

If you've ever attended a muzzle loading 
shoot (you should), you can’t but notice the 
casual and friendly air about it. A lot of nee- 
dling, and things that you never will see ata 
modern gun match. But, when we start to 
shoot, look out! We’re anything but casual 
at that point. Many of us dress like bums, 
and prefer to be comfortable, rather than 
stylish, but you'll find us from all walks of 
life. An example almost one-third of our 
membership are Doctors! Why? Because 
when you shoot a muzzle loader, and have 
to absolutely concentrate on your many 
steps in reloading a gun, you simply can’t 
think about anything but your immediate 
problems. It’s called “therapy,” and is the 
best way to get your minds off of your prob- 
lems that | know of. | think, in fact | know, 
that we have a lot more fun than any other 
kinds of shooters. We've made it that way. 
Fun! 

Inasmuch as no two muzzle loaders will 
agree on most anything, except that it is 
wise to put the powder in the barrel before 
you load the ball, there are many variations 
and methods of operating a bench gun. 

| think the most feasible way to go about 
this is to explain, by text and photos, how | 
do my own heavy bench shooting. If there is 
any norm, this is very close to it, and is the 
result of shooting muzzle loaders for many 
years. 

My favorite heavy bench gun (Mabel) 
was made for me by Webb Terry, one of the 
greatest of the muzzle loading makers. The 
rifle has been shot for five years, at present, 
and has been out of the money just FOUR 
times in that period. It holds a bunch of re- 
cords, and | believe it to be the most accu- 
rate muzzle loading rifle |'ve ever shot, and | 
shoot in stiff competition. 

The most-used heavy bench guns at 
Friendship are barreled by Webb Terry,

who uses 1144-C Stress-Pruf steel; Ken 
Bresien who uses 12-L-14 steel; and H &H, 
who use 1144-C steel. | mention these 
names because they can provide you witna 
barrel with a false muzzle This, | believe to 
be indispensable 

My own gun has a 42”x2” barrel, not 
counting the false muzzle, which is 112”. 
The barrel is octagonal, has a one in 72” 
twist, with a slight amount of choke, and, 
mainly due to the false muzzle, I’ve shot 
God knows how many thousands of shots 
through it, and it still prints the same as 
when | first started to shoot it. 

Terry laps his barrels, as do most of the 
good makers. A good job of lapping can 
take from 6 hours to 6 days, but it is advisa- 
ble. Lapping a bore takes out any sharp 
spots in the rifling, and burrs that may be 
very hard to find in these lengths of barrels. 
A perfectly smoothed rifled barrel is the re- 
sult. 

The false muzzle must be rifled at the 
same time the bore is rifled. This is done by 
cutting off 172-2” of the drilled, but not ri- 
fled, barrel. By cutting the well-secured 
false muzzle at the same time you cut the ri- 
fling, a perfect spiral up, and through the

false muzzle is the result. Don Kramer fig- 
ured out a way to add a false muzzle that 
lined up, in a Douglas barrel, and made a 
buffalo rifle out of it. That gun became the 
terror of the range. Douglas barrels are ex- 
cellent muzzle loading barrels, but I'd re- 
work one before building the rifle. If you cut 
a false muzzle off of a rifled barrel; no mat- 
ter how slight the cut; you’re running into 
big trouble because the rifling won’t exact- 
ly line-up between the false muzzle and the 
bore, thus creating enough of a gap to tear 
thy patches, and drive thee to strong spir- 
its. Or wimmin. At best: Complete Mental 
Collapse! 

There are a plethora of calibers among 
the heavy bench rest shooters; anything 
from .45 (seldom) through .64 calibers. The 
late W. R. Sturgill, one of the last of the old 
time makers, showed up a few years ago 
with a huge bench rifle, .78 calibers! W. R. 
was a tall man, but he had to stand on a 
stool in order to load the rifle, the barrel (3”) 
being over 50” long. The balls he used 
looked like golf balls; | have no idea of what 
amount of powder he was shooting, but it 
must have been well over 300 grains, at 
least it sounded like that. | saw him fight 
that rifle, while practising at the Nat'l. 
Range here at Friendship, many times, and 
although there was no doubt as to his abili- 
ty to shoot, nor quality of gun he had made, 
| never saw him get a decent group out of 
that gun. 

Although I’ve shot the heavy guns (rest), 
from .47-.49-.50, and .54 cals., my own 
preference is the .50 caliber, with the one in 
72” twist. This twist is commonly used 
here, because you can soup-up a 72” twist 
without getting the torque, and the attend- 
ant lighter load, with a faster twist. The

faster the twist, the greater the torque. In 
shooting our guns, we run into the much 
slower ignition problem, which you don’t 
have, and “holding-thru” is a most decided 
must. | believe the one in 72” to be the most 
versatile of the heavy bench twists. The 
reason for this is that you can get up 
enough steam to fight the wind a little, and 
there is a definite advantage at 100 yards. 
For 50 yards, | prefer a one in 48” twist, and 
choked. This, as you shall find, will shoot a 
much lighter load than the one in 72”, but 
has superb accuracy. 

The 48” twist is as fast as you should go 
with a round ball; anything faster than that 
will shoot only very light loads that are use- 
less. One in 54”; 56” (Bill Large), 60”; 66” 
(Douglas), and the aforementioned one in 
72” are all used. But most of the faster 
twists are in the Buffalo Rifles and offhand 
rifles. | prefer one in 48” for my Buffalo 
guns, with anywheres from 70 (in a .47 cal.) 
grains of FFFG (3F) black powder ONLY; to 
100 grains of FFG (2F)in a.50 caliber witha 
slow twist. (One in 72”.) 

You must make your own choice here. 
You have the accuracy of the 48” twist to 
consider, and if you're a really GOOD wind 
reader, plus any other conditions, you can 
get by with it. But at 100 yards, you'd better 
be real good. Bill Kurns, another great bar- 
rel maker, (I have five of them) shoots a .50 
caliber bench gun, and has set a good many 
records with it. One is 48” and choked. | 
don’t know whatload he’s using at present, 
but know thatit is much less than I’m shoot- 
ing in my Terry barrel. 

One thing to always keep in mind is that 
there are NO TWO muzzle loading guns 
that will shoot alike! I’ve seen it for all too 
many years. Seemingly identical barrels, 
calibers, patch/ball combination, loads of 
powder, and shot under the same condi- 
tions, will shoot differently. This is why 
there can never be a given load, for a given 
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barrel. There are many books that have 
ballistic data for muzzleloaders, but that’s 
all theory, and doesn't mean one damned 
thing about working up an accurate charge. 
Believe me! You may run into a gun that 
you'll hit the right load with in one day. It 
has been done. I’ve done it. One time only. 
And that was with an original offhand rifle. 
Other times it has taken weeks, at least, 
and a slug gun took me 22 YEARS before | 
ran out of combinations, and got it to shoot! 

Now before we go on, and all of us git into 
trouble, let’s understand that for once and 
for all, I’m mentioning LOADS for HEAVY 
BENCH GUNS ONLY! Two inch across the

length is up to you. Most of us shoot in the 
38” up to 50” barrels, with 40-42” being the 
norm. | like the 42” barrel because of the 
sighting radius. In any muzzle loader, the 
longer the sighting radius you can handle, 
the better. Slug gun barrels are mostly 
much shorter, but with a Slug Gun you’re 
using a scope; with a round ball gun, you’re 
using iron sights only. 

The heavier the barrel you can horse- 
around, within sane limits, the better. You'll 
love that heavy barrel on the hot days; they 
hit a temperature after ca. 6-8 shots, and 
will maintain that temperature all day long. 
A light barrel will give you fits, even on cool 
days, with barrel-mirage. (Which is a thing

of evil, and to be avoided.) I'd rather shoot 
through a 25 mph wind, from all directions, 
than shoot through barrel-mirage. It’s the 
very worst. You fellers with scopes may get 
some, especially you wild-catters, but 
you're well off of the barrel. So, take careful 
not of how high my sights are off the barrel. 
With that 2” barrel, | time my shots, and try 
to keep the barrel at a consistent heat; | 
can’t remember the last time | had any 
problems with it. So, keep them sights off’n 
the barrel! 

Now let’s git to something you gillies kin 
understand. The photografts. I’ve noticed 
that most all shooters move their lips when 
they read, sol’ll keep this as simple as pos- 
sible. Crayon stuff. I'll stick to one syllieabul 
words, if possible. 

You'll notice that much of our equipment 
is the same, more or less, that you're using. 
Spotting scopes, benches, and regular re- 
coil pads, etc. Outside of a screwdriver, 
hammer, or ordinary tools, it all stops 
there. | always use an old LYMAN 55 (?) 
powder measure when shooting my slugs 
gun; it’s the model with the black powder 
bar. Many use these and other makes, for 
bench shooting, but many more make their 
own in order to use over 100 grains of pow- 
der. “Haw!” You say: “Round-eye not vely 
smart!” If figured I'd beat you to that one. 
Sure, you can throw two half-measures of 


powder just by cranking it twice. You can 
also throw THREE loads. And one-half 
loads. So | use it for the slug gun that takes 
85 grains of black powder. 

A Thought: One of the great mistakes a 
prospective muzzle loading gun buyer 
makes is to equate the cost of fine grade 
modern gun with the muzzle loading guns. 
For around $400.00, you can buy a fairly 
decent modern hunting rifle. Not a match 
rifle. Well, for $400.00, you'll have just 
about what it cost to buy the sights and 
mounts on my bench gun. Unless you can 
make one yourself, figure on $1,000.00, 
minimum. The best come out to around 
$3,000.00. The thing is, all the parts are 
hand-made, and the time spent in making a 
muzzle loading gun is immense. At the big 
shoots at Friendship, one can usually run 
into a good buy on a bench gun. Have areal 
muzzle loading bench rest shooter look it 
over for you. Like buying a car. Or a 
camery. 

The best part of it is that I’ve never really 
seen a good bench gun that was shot-out. 
Some of the originals will go, of course, but 
a well-made present day heavy bench gun 
is capable of shooting for many years with- 
out any undue bore wear. Due to the use of 
the false muzzle, the muzzle of the gun 
never gets any wear in loading, and even

the ones without the false muzzles will go 
onandon for years. The cloth patch is easi- 
er on a bore than one of the modern car- 
tridges. We just plain last longer! You might 
think that one over. How many shots did 
you get out of the last top-custom barrel 
before it started to walk on you? We cost 
more; but we last longer. Over the years, 
that mounts up. 

Now take a look at Fig. 1: I-r; False muz- 
zle. (Note pins.) Next, the muzzle of the 
rifle; see holes for pins; muzzle locks onto 
barrel in loading/wiping. On rightis a sealed 
ignition “wrench.” (Later on this). See how 
sharp the rifling is in that bore? Like the day 
it came. To Daddy. 

This bore mics (land-to-land) .503, with 
.06/100 grooves. It takes a .509 pure lead 
round ball (I cast) with a 3/10ths of a grain 
spread in ball weight. Mics a perfect .509 
weighs 196.3-5 grains. LYMAN. Opened 
sprue hole in plate on mold .007. Better bul- 
lets. 

| patch it with Webb Terry’s MATCH 
PATCHING, which is mattress blue-striped 
ticking, 100% pure cotton (ALWAYS!)), and

sprayed with teflon. Most of the shooters 
here use it. It mics .017, so some of you 
goats are maybe thinking that is shooting 
an oversize patch/ball combo. Haw! We 
ALL do the same thing! That ball sizes itself 
as it goes through the false muzzle, or regu- 
lar muzzle, and down the bore. It creates a 
very fine gas seal, and is universally 
used. 

By this time, | suppose you’re wondering 
just when I’m going to git into coon skin 
caps, costume made of the skins of animals 
(aka “buckskins”). Say “waugh” a lot, and 
build fires (fahrs) with rocks. 

I'm not. I’m all for the Primitives/ 
Mountainmen, who have a lot of fun with 
their games, and try to preserve our tradi- 
tions. For this; they must be applauded. 
But us bench shooters don’t go in for cos- 
tumes, except that no nudity is allowed. 
Not that anybody would look. Especially at 
me. I’m shot. 

No, Gentlemen; we’re match shooters, 
and casual as we may appear to be, we 
have very rigid range rules that are strictly 
observed. We load, mostly, out of one- 


pound cans of black powder. Use a spout 
on it that MUST be sealed, except while 
loading. No smoking or drinking on the line. 
But by all means, work over the range offi- 
cers. That’s fun! | have never witnessed an 
accident at a muzzle loading shoot. It might 
not be so careless as you may think it to be. 

Although some bench shooters use tra- 
ditional ignitions, with a regular lock, and 
others use Mule-Ear (side-slappers), the 
most prevalent ignition systems are the 
sealed ignitions. A well made dealed igni- 
tion is practically leak-proof, and will give 
you consistency in ignition. The actions are 
under-hammers to accommodate a sealed 
ignition. 

See Fig. 3: This shows the opening for 
the ignition wrench, and the under- 
hammer. Note nipple in the base. Right into 
load of powder. These ignitions usually 
take the RWS 1075 percussion caps, which 
are what most of the bench and slug gun 
shooters use. 

The gun must be resting on the bench in 
order to place a cap in the wrench, place it 
in the ignition chamber, with the wrench at 
180°, then turn to the left one-quarter turn 
to engage the threads and firm-up your cap 
to the firing pin. See Fig. 4, for a mounted 
sealed ignition in firing position.

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We have no limits as to trigger-pull, so 
mine is perhaps a few ounces; just barely 
touch it, and off she goes. Even with the 
double-set triggers, this is commonly used. 
(Note trigger, Fig. 4). 

The action is made of airplane aluminum, 
and is like lightning; | can find no discerna- 
ble difference between this action and an 
in-line action so far as speed is con- 
cerned. 

The stock, which is not shown in detail, is 
of a super grade of curly maple, and has a 
recoil pad. It dismounts from the barrel this 
way: The breech pin on the barrel extrudes 
a full three inches, and the action slips over 
this pin, and is secured by allen screws. | 
prefer to dismantle the gun for carrying in 
the car. Most do. It’s amatter of a minute or 
so to put it together. | also take off the 
sights, and sight bar. With this heavy bar- 
rel, any bump is bound to damage the 
sights, or may break the stock. 

See Fig. 5. Here’s a view of the action, 
with the hammer on the firing pin. The sight 
mount is by Terry, and mounts on a regular 
sight mount with an allen screw. Note holes

in mount for any amount of adjustment. 
The sight (receiver) is one of MO’S Model 
101 Precision Receiver Sights, which is the 
best receiver sight I’ve ever used. It has a 
hysterisis curve of .0005! The adjustments 
have saved me many times, as they’re right 
in front of me, and | can adjust without get- 


ting off of the gun. With muzzle loaders, in 
shifting winds, that’s a great advantage. 

But you'll see Anschutz, Redfield Inter- 
nationals, the OLD Lymans, and some 
Vavers. All good sights. | use a different 
sight for eachrifle, this takes the re-zeroing 
out of it. 

| use the Deluxe Merit Master Disc, the 
regular Merit Disc, the Gehmann disc 
w/eyecup, and sometimes a Vaver disc 
w/cup. Some use Diopters. As to my shoot- 
ing glasses, | use whatever | can see on that

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particular day. At my age, eyesight is a 
problem, so | start off with clear shooting 
glasses, then try the yellows, and magen- 
tas. Don’t EVER shoot a muzzle loading 
gun without safety glasses! 

For the front sights, (See Fig.6) almost all 
of us use the Redfield Olympics; these are 
the sights that take Webb Terry’s “Site- 
Serts.” These are clear plastic inserts that 
will accommodate any distance or size of 
bull you may be shooting. With an adjust- 
able disc in the receiver sight, you focus 
them like a camera. They have a slightly 
beveled edge in the front side of the insert, 
and you adjust your disc until a black circle 
appears around your bull. The best iron 
sight aperture you can find; practically all of 
us use them. Terry did make some for the 
17A LYMAN front sights, but now makes 
them only for the Redfield Olympics. 

Take note of how high that front sight is 
off the barrel. Also, notice that the false 
muzzle is on the gun; that pin sticking up is 
called a “blinder-pin,” plus some other 
coarse terms, and is intended to keep you 
from shooting off your false muzzle. This 
pin obscures the sights to the point that it is 
impossible to get any sort of sight picture. 
With the slug gun, | tie the pin with a piece of 
string, to the rear of my bench. There’s no 
way that! can get that gun out of the saddle 
with the false muzzle on the barrel. This is 
done about 100%. If you shoot off a false 
muzzle, it is most likely that it may be de- 
stroyed, and there are NO replacements for 
false muzzles. Keep that in mind! 

Also, in Fig. 6, you can see the muzzle 
rest on the barrel, (also adjustable) by 
Terry. This is most important with a muzzle 
loading bench gun. This rest has plastic 
feet, and won't mar the adjustable bench 
head. (Also Fig. 6). 

This rest was made by Don Kramer, and 
is adjustable for both elevation and tilt. An-

other important point. The shaft that 
screws into a mount on the bench is thick, 
and threaded for precise elevation, and for 
dismantling when traveling. 

When you adjust to your proper eleva- 
tion, note lock pin that keeps the platform 
from shifting. The tilts are controlled by ad- 
justable screws, and lock nuts, on each 
side; plenty of tilt for uneven ground. This 
avoids canting the rifle. | use a regular level 
to adjust it exactly flat-on, then tighten the 
lock nuts. This is a sturdy rest, and much 
superior to the sand bags. On your modern 
guns, particularly with scopes, you can get 


away with them rifle rests you use (I have 
one too!) with a sandbag, but very seldom 
will you find one used with a muzzle loading 
heavy bench gun. With a post, and open 
sights, they’re all right, but with a round ap- 
erture it’s hard not to cant the gun, and 
that’s sure ruin. Believe me. Typewriter 
write with straight tongue! 

See Fig. 2 for a complete bench set-up, 
with rifle in loading position. Let me explain 
the bench: With the bench dismounted, the 
top alone weighs 55 pounds. The heavy 
round iron legs screw into the bottom, and

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are off-set. Gun is placed in a saddle.at rear 
of bench for several reasons. First, it’s a 
safe rest, and has adog collar on the saddle 
so that | can secure the gun against falling 
over. This is important when you have to 
walk away from your gun for a while. Safe. 
Second; there’s no way to load a muzzle 
loader without taking it off the bench; they 
MUST be loaded when in a 90° position. 
With the saddle, I cut the carrying of the gun 
to a minimum. | have no idea of what the 
gun weighs, and | don’t want to know! If | 
knew how much weight I’m fighting all day 
long, | might lose my nerve. I’ll say this: Lift- 
ing Mabel all day is a real workout, to say 
the least. 

Now see the tray (also dismountable) 
bolted to the rear right side of the bench. 
This holds all my immediate supplies, much 
as: a very sharp patch knife, this one was 
made out of a straight razor; (This, you re- 
ally need). Also loading hammer, short peg 


starter, cleaning patches, wiping between 
shots solution (1 oz. WISK to 1 pink water), 
patching, bullets, powder, and nipple pick. 
On bench itself, at rear, is a pair of long 
nose pliers to remove my caps from the nip- 
ple immediately after placing gun in rest. 
Another must. Half-way up the bench is a 
notebook (ALWAYS) in which | note down 
conditions for each shot, plus light, loads, 
and anything else that I’m doing. Not very 
clearly shown are a heavy brass cap box, 
and a creamer 4rd. of a water based sol- 
vent to soak the sealed ignition in between 
shots. 

The Cclamps on the bench are to rest my 
cleaning and loading rods on. This keeps 
them off the ground, and safe. The paper 
bag at the rear C clamp is for soiled patch- 
es. | wash my old patches, and they lube 
much better. Different rifles take different 
sorts of cleaning patches. Many cut their 
own out of 100% pure cotton flannel. | use 
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Adjustable Hex Torque Wrench

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the OX-YOKE ORIGINALS round cleaning 
patches for my slug gun, but use G.I. 242” 
patches for Mabel. You can get about 4 
washings out of them. When you wash 
them, put them in a nylon stocking to keep 
them from clogging up the wife’s washer. 
Wash two times, and spin dry. With our 
guns, we buy patches by the thousand. 
Minimum. | usually buy them by 5,000 or 
10,000. You use a lot of them. Get used to 
it. 

Some shooters mount their scopes to 
their benches, but I’ve always preferred to 
use a heavy tripod for my scope, at stand- 
ing heighth. At times when the mirage is es- 
pecially bad, | keep it alongside the bench in 
order to keep in touch with things. 

With this set-up, | can keep an eye on my 
wind flags, and be accessible to all things | 
need to operate the gun. This system is 
much used. 

You can’t but notice that my set-up, for 
these photos, is out on the range; you can 
see the covered firing points behind me. 
Webb Terry and me got to the range very 
early in the morning, before any shooters 
showed up, and | took advantage of the 
better light out on the range, rather than 
under the roof. 

In Fig. 7, I'm at the bench, doping condi- 
tions. Note that the false muzzle is NOT on 
the gun! In Fig. 8, I’m ready to shoot. Note 
position. I’m wearing a shooting glove 
(10-X) that you can’t see, to rest the stock 
on. We don’t allow any rests on the stock; 
must rest on hand/glove. Also take note of 
the way I’m resting the rifle. ALWAYS rest 
a muzzle loading gun near the muzzle, not 
the way you rest them in the middle. This is 
done 100% by the bench shooters. You 
pick up much more stability that way, and 
I’ve never seen them rested otherwise. 

As with the-gun; the heavier the bench 
you can handle, without getting a run in thy 
hose, the better. My bench (I have several) 
that I’m using, is capable of un-shakeable

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qualities, within reason, and after the 
equipment, gun, and myself, are laid onto it, 
there’s a matter of about 85 pounds of 
bench, 40 (?) pounds of rifle, and 190 
pounds of me. 

Very few of our local clubs have perma- 
nent concrete benches, so we carry our 
own at all times. Frankly, | prefer my own 
bench to the concrete ones. Several rea- 
sons. First, | greatly prefer my adjustable 
bench head to the modern rests; second, | 
don’t have to wear a shooting coat (yes, | 
have five of them), in warm weather. Third, | 
like to position my bench so that | can get 
behind the gun; some use the cut-out 
benches for this reason, but | feel that you 
give away too much in the way of stability 
with them. Right? 

This year, | plan to have a bench made 
out of iron; dismountable for carrying, and 
feel that it will pick me up some extra 
points. 

When | attend shoots, | like to get there 
the night before, and set up my bench. 
Saves a lot of effort in the morning. We 
have a problem that you don't have; we 
have to lift that heavy gun each shot, and 
no two ways about it. This takes a good 
deal of stamina, especially in warm weath- 
er, and is great for “reducing.” Dress as 
lightly as possible. 

Wind? WIND!!!? | figured that | was a 
pretty fair wind reader until | ran into muz- 
zleloading. At that point, | found that | knew 
practically nothing about it. 

Let it be heard; and | lieth notte. “The Be- 
ginning Of Wisdom In Shooting A Round 
Ball Muzzle Loading Gun Beginneth With 
WHEN YOU REALIZE WHAT THE WIND 
WILL DO TO A ROUND BALL!!” And never 
fergit it! 

So, wind flags are a decided “must”. 
There are about as many methods, and de- 
vices, to read the wind than there are 
shooters. Some are both ingenious and 
practical. Some are not. 

The finest I’ve ever used is a cased set of 
flags that Bill Kurns made for me some 
years ago. These have heavy iron rods that 
are pointed at one end, for the ground, and 
have a bearing smooth tip at the other end. 
Bill made an iron handle that you use to 
stick them into the ground. The flags them- 
selves, are of the weather-vane (large) 
type, and are completely adjustable as to 
balance. They rest on that bearing point, 
and will swing with any amount of wind. 
One side is red, the other yellow. You can 
spot a wind-shift at once. | have 14” strips 
of perma-press cloth tails tied on the 
vanes; these tails are what you actually 
read the wind with. Perma-press is advised 
because if you run into rain with regular cot- 
ton material, thy flags will get wet, and 
worthless. With perma-press, you just 
shake the water off. Right? 
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| experimented with various sorts of 
windmills over the years, but couldn't find 
anything to suit my purposes. Then| sawa 
regular “Yard-Daisy” in a hardware store; 
my brains lit up at once! Bought it, and had 
Don Kramer make a swivel mount for it. 
Swings real easy. | matched up the rota- 
tions of that daisy to a wind meter, and by 
practicing alot with it, |can tell you to within 
one mile-per-hour speeds with it. 

With a muzzle loader, try mounting your 
flags like this. 

| keep one about three feet out, and to the 
left of my muzzle that | can keep an eye on 
at all times. The daisy is out on the range to 
the right, about 5 yards. The rest are 
spaced out to the last one about 3 feet in 


in 


front of the target board, and all flags are to 
the left. At 100 yds., do accordingly. Try 
five flags at 50 yds., and 7 at 100. If there is 
any foliage | usually use only the flag at the 
muzzle, and the daisy, and read the foliage. 
| could go on with that one, but don’t have 
the space. 

When you work up a load in any muzzle 
loading gun, try to get as perfect a day as 
possible, and git them flags out! You have 
to take out all of the variables that you pos- 
sibly can. 

When sighting-in a bench rifle, the only 
times | click the sights is to get into the 
black, or at least on the paper. Shoot for 
groups ONLY when working up a load.

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Don’t touch the sights. 

Use the ove-size ball/patch combination; 
try different kinds of black powder; viz: 
GOEX, Curtis & Harvey, or if you're lucky, 
the old DuPont. | try all three of them, in 
FFG (2F), both unsifted, and sifted. | use a 
SARENT WELCH 20 mesh sifting out-fit for 
the 2F, and this is the commonly used black 
powder granulation for bench guns. Three 
F is too hot. I’ve never been able to get any- 
thing out of FG (1F). 

Say you’re going to work up a load for a 
heavy .50 caliber bench gun. Two inches 
across the flats of the barrel, minimum. Use 
your powder scales to weigh out charges of 
from 130 grains (at least 10 of each), up to 
150 grains. This takes a lot of time, but it’s 
the only way you're about to get that super- 
accurate charge for your gun. Of course, 
write EVERYTHING down! Shoot at least 
three-shot groups, using the standard 6 
bull 50 yard target at 50 yards. 

My own load, for the Terry rifle, was 
worked out this way. | hit it at 143 grains of 
un-sifted 2F GOEX black powder; a .509 
ball patched with Terry’s Match Patching. 
RWS 1075 percussion caps. 

Tried shooting with a “wet” bore, and dry 
bore. Some will shoot better one way than 
they will the other. If you can load dry, | 
think it’s a definite advantage. With a dry 
load, you can afford to wait-out a shot long- 
er than the wet bore. It figures.

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Even tried a powder-loading tube with 
the dry bore. Didn’t work. So it’s wet-bore 
fer me and Mabel. 

Let’s start off shooting, just for the hell 
of it. 

Degrease the bore and ignition. Also 
false muzzle. Dry the bore, just to be sure. 

Next: Take off false muzzle. Rest gun on 
bench. Put a cap into the sealed ignition 
wrench, secure it, snap the cap. Now git 
that gun back into the saddle as fast as you 
can, and take off the spent cap. Blow down 
the muzzle. Smoke should come out of the 
nipple. If it doesn’t, then run a nipple pick 
through the nipple, cap as before, and this 
time you should get some smoke. This 
means that your vent and nipple are 
open. 

Take out sealed ignition while on the 
bench, and put it into a small container of 
water-based solvent to soak between 
shots. , 

To foul your bore, shoot just a load of 
powder with a dry cleaning patch over it. 
Rest gun as usual. Take sealed ignition 
wrench out of solvent, dry it off, runaQTIP 
into it. Get it dry. Shoot out the load of pow- 
der. Should go off right away. 

Place gun upright in rest (after removing 
the ignition wrench, and putting to soak); 
wipe off muzzle, replace the false muzzle. 
Take spent-cap off the nipple. 

Use a steel wiping rod with jag, that has 
either a brass of plastic collar on it or bore 
size; this prevents any undue wear to muz- 
zle. 

Wet a clean cleaning patch with the 
water and detergent mix, squeeze out all 
excess moisture. Place over muzzle, and 
take it straight down the bore with the 
wiping/loading rod. This had a cleaning jag 
on it or appropriate size. 

| let it sit in the bore while | spot my last 
shot, then take 5 short strokes with it up 
and down the bore, about 14” or so; then 
five full strokes. Turn patch over, and take

up and down two more times. Throw dirty 
patch in bag. 

| use a heavy brass cut-off powder mea- 
sure that Peter Allan made for me. | fill it 
with powder to over-flowing, tap it gently 
against powder can 7 times, refill measure, 
tap it three more times, and cut off. Using 
this method, | can keep my powder weight 
very close. 

Now pour your charge of powder down 
the bore. Place patching over bore, and 
seat a round ball in it. Sprue up, and mold 
separation mark towards you. Use a short 
peg starter and hammer to take it just far 
enough beneath the muzzle so that you 
don’t touch the ball with your patch knife. 
Hold onto excess material, tight, cut your 
patch with one stroke. There should be NO 
ravelings. If the patch isn’t cut cleanly, your 
patch knife isn’t sharp enough. This is vital 
to accuracy. 

Some use along peg starter, about 6” or 
so long, to take the ball part way down the 
bore. | use just my loading rod to take the 
ball down the bore. No effort, and one less 
thing to go wrong. Both systems will work. | 
use Jan Hubler’s rods. 

Always seat the ball on the powder with 
the same pressure for each shot. Other- 
wise you'll get erratic performance. 

For that matter, keep all things the same. 
Don’t vary in the amount of strokes you 
wipe with, the least little thing can upset 
your performance with a muzzle loader. 

So the ball is seated. Remove false muz- 
zle, rest gun on bench, wipe off sealed igni- 
tion, cap it, mount it, get behind the gun, 
and when you hit the conditions you're 
looking for, shoot. | keep my finger out of 
the trigger guard until I’m ready to fire. That 
trigger is too light to go fooling around with. 

But consistency is everything. It is cer- 
tainly impossible to get an absolutely clean 
bore for each shot, so the idea is to get that 
bore consistently dirty, and shoot all day 
that way. 

Always shoot one in the hill before a 
relay. At the beginning of the shoot, | shoot 
(with various guns) sometimes 4 shots into 
the hill before | shoot at the practice bull. |

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keep a careful record on all guns, and a min- 
imum of three shots will work in some, and 
as many as 7 in one particular buffalo rifle. It 
will all show up in your notebook. 

After you've hit that good load, then it’s 
time to find the increment of your sights. 
Due to length of a barrel, the sight radius, 
and correction, will vary. Do just what you 
would do with any gun; shoot groups 
across the target, and up and down, using 
about 4 clicks each. | have rifles that shoot 
the full quarter-minute (at 100 yds.), and 
others that come to 1/6th min. You just 
have to shoot enough to determine the 
right correction. 

In shifting winds, | return to zero after 
each shot. | try to time my shots to one in 
every 5 minutes, and conditions will 
change. Remembering is inefficient. Mark it 
down. In changing conditions, every shot is 
an autonomous shot. You'll get so that you 
can play them sights like a fiddle. 

Figure 9 shows a fine example of FOR- 
GETTING to cancel out an adjustment. The 
conditions were very bad, and you can tell 
by the practice bull. However | corrected 
my sights to shoot three good X’s in the 
first bull (100 yards). | had a pad on my 
bench that noted the corrections for each 
shot. After the shot, | drew a line through 
the correction, thus indicating that | had re- 
turned to zero. Every shot was a new prop- 
osition in that wind. And mirage. And 
changing light. So, | went into my last shot 
with a sure record in my pocket. Set down 
to take my last shot, and saw that | had cor- 
rected 7 clicks left with my last shot, but

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had failed to cancel it. Well, thinks me, it’s a 
habit with me, and | probably forgot to draw 
the line on the paper. No time for another 
practise shot. So, | used the same correc- 
tion, the conditions being about the same, 
and to my horror, laid out that 9 at 8:40! 
Just where it should be with FOURTEEN 
clicks! | hadn’t returned to zero. Many 
‘coarse remarks were made to me by the 
shooters. | wep’t. God knows, I’ve been 
beaten a number of times, but when you 
beat yourself; Friends . .. that hurts. 

See Fig. 10. This is a record target, 
50-3X, shot by Misti Terry, Webb’s daugh- 
ter, in 1979 in the Women’s Match. 100 
yds. 

Now here’s a 14 year old girl who shot in 
about the same conditions that | shot in, 
and didn’t forget her sight corrections! 

There’s no point going on with targets, | 
have some that you wouldn't believe any- 
way, with heavy bench. But, | seek some re- 
demption, so see Fig. 11 for arecord target 
| shot off cross-sticks with an original 122 
Ib. Buffalo rifle. No wind flags, and shot in 
the woods. Read foliage, of course. 

This about winds it up. Cleaning your 
guns is a subject that would take more 
space than | have. Just one admonition: 
Never use any of the miracle “permanent” 
oils in a muzzle loader that you can’t de- 
grease. | use my own method, and cleaners 
that | make myself, and wind up the job with 
SS1, and the best darned gun grease I’ve 
ever found: ACCRAGARD.

Dear Dave, 

The world of competitive rifle shooters 
is filled with those who routinely under- 
take lengthy experimentation. If | may be 
minutely critical of ‘‘us’’, | would venture 
the opinion that we often fail to see the 
forest for the trees. | suspect that literally 
millions of hours have gone into the devel- 
opment of processes that will result in a 
perfect rifle cartridge case. All of these 
have failed, and today most of us have 
come to realize that the cartridge case it- 
self is nothing either romantic or wonder- 
ful... rather it is a cancer, a weak link, in 
the shooting system. The solution to the 
cancer is a shooting system that elimi- 
nates the case and yet still permits a rifle 
that is a practical item. Some time back 
Daisy Manufacturing had the basic idea at 
least started with their V/L caseless sys- 
tem. The Army shoots cannons all day 
long without using a cartridge case. Can 
you imagine a battalion of soldiers turning 
cannon shell necks? | think that in the final 
analysis we should be researching a 
method to eliminate the cartridge case 
rather than trying to perfect the darn thing 
(which is impossible anyway). 

| also cannot see the continuous re- 
shaping of every known cartridge case in 
an effort to produce the ultimate cartridge 
case. If you will think a bit about it, all we 
are doing when we re-shape a cartridge 
case is re-shaping the combustion cham- 
ber in the barrel. After more hours of 
thought on the subject than | had to spare 
| firmly believe that there is only one per- 
fect rifle chamber shape. And the perfect 
shape for internal combustion is spheri- 
cal. Also, ignition of the combustible 
should be in the very center of the sphere, 
not at the sides. 

| know it’s a big project, and an expen- 
sive undertaking. But I’m sure that it will 
come about. Not today, not tomorrow... 
but it will come to be. The elimination of 
the cartridge case will bring about more 
accurate rifles.

(Editor: Someday a benchrest shooter is 
going to take on a project that will be a 
very small step in this direction. He is 
going to undertake a study of the effect of 
what our single shot friends call ‘‘breech 
seating’, but with benchrest equipment 
and cartridges. At the turn of the century 
the top-level Schuetzen shooters would 
seat their bullets (not the loaded round; 
the bullet) into the rifle barrel with a 
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dummy cartridge case which had a dowel 
of wood in the case and which projected 
about 1/16” beyond the case mouth. That 
dowel projection was what seated the 
bullet into the lands and grooves of the 
rifle barrel. Then the dummy case was 
withdrawn, and a charged case (with a 
wad in the case neck to hold the powder 
in) was inserted behind the bullet, and the 
rifle was thus fired. Many of the problems 
that we have today with case-neck ten- 
sion were unknown to these Schuetzen 
shooters; the reason is obvious. | suspect 
that a chambering reamer probably 
should be specifically throated for this

venture, if someone were to pursue it. 
The need for ‘‘a perfect case neck’’, the 
frustrations of varying neck tensions, 
damage done to bullet bases from minute 
neck nicks when seating . . . these would 
largely be eliminated. | realize that we 
would have a new set of problems to 
wrestle with (the subject of wads has kept 
Merrill Martin pretty busy in these pages 
for the last six months), but | still think it 
would be a most interesting little project 
to do some experimenting with for a fel- 
low with some time to muddle with such a 
venture.

Dear Dave, 

I’m in the process of trying to put to- 
gether an in-depth discussion on the sin- 
gle shot game, and when | got to the point 
of discussing rifle barrels | dug out several 
notes that | had put together on the sub- 
ject of gain pitch rifling. 

Is there any written material of any sci- 
entific value on the subject? | personally 
have been having a theory on the subject 
bouncing around inside my noggin for a 
couple of days now. It goes something 
like this... 

Gain pitch rifling and tapered bores 
have one important advantage. If the bar- 
rel could be produced with a change in ri- 
fling pitch of ‘‘even”’ one inch (for instance 
starting with a 1-13” twist, and ending up 
at 1-14”) and the bore groove dimensions 
changed from .219/.2242 to .2188/.2240 
we would have an imperfect barrel (by 
current standards). My feeling is that all 
this would do for us would be to insure 
that the bullet would never pass a point in 
its journey through the barrel that provid- 
ed less resistance to forward movement 
than where it has already been. Perhaps 
another way of looking at this, or re- 
stating it, is to say that by producing this 
slightly imperfect rifle barrel . . . we over- 
come the need for perfection. 

An educated guess is that this imper- 
fect barrel would cost one and a half to 
two times what a conventional ‘‘perfect”’ 
barrel costs to produce. 


Acouple of ideas that always accompa- 
ny gain pitch discussion need to be more 
thoroughly understood, and explained at 
a level where a less-than-computer-like 
mind can grasp what is being said. 

First, we agree that a slower pitch al- 
lows higher velocities to be obtained, all 
other things being equal. Once upon a 
time a knowledgeable shooter provided 
me with a quite substantial amount of 
both physical and mathematical data... 
which showed that a slower pitch had the 
ability to increase bullet velocity only by 
such a small amount that it really was not 
an important or viable factor in efforts to 
achieve higher velocity. If my memory 
serves me correctly, using a .50 caliber 
machine gun barrel, and a 250 grain pow- 
der charge, changing from a 6 inch pitch 
to a 60 inch pitch (certainly a dramatic 
change in pitch) the change in energy re- 
quired to rotate the bullet was a reduction 
of only two tenths of one percent. This is 
such an infinitesimal amount that chang- 
es of a few inches in pitch rate fail to show 
up on my ten finger, ten toe calculator. 

The other point that has never been an- 
swered to my satisfaction. . .is the bullet, 
jacket, and core positively or negatively 
effected by the change in pitch? That one 
could be a real tough one to address.

We try to review accuracy products ei- 
ther as they come on the market ... or 
older, established items that we find our- 
selves wanting or needing (or as so often 
happens. . . we succeed in convincing our- 
selves that we not only NEED it . . . some- 
times we are so convincing that we con- 
vince our spouses as well). This article 
deals not so much with one item as it does 
with the building of a light varmint rifle dur- 
ing the past year. 

A great deal of my interest and enjoy- 
ment from benchrest is in the building of a 
new rifle. Oh, | do enjoy placing well in any 
match ... and if | happen to beat some of 
our current hot shots. . . it’s areal ego trip, 
even if it was a short lived thing. This proj- 
ect was (hopefully) to end with a light var- 
mint rifle that would give the other shooters 
a run for their money on those occasions 
when the shooter (me) has his act togeth- 
er. 

This rifle got its start back in December 
1985. A packet from Charles Poff (Firearms 
Development Corp.) arrived with all the 
data on the actions which were introduced 
to our readers in the February 1985 issue. 
The data that made up this packet went 
into great detail for each of the actions of-

fered. With the packet came a letter from 
Charles Poff asking me to take one of these 
actions and give it areal good tryout over a 
period of time and let him know my impres- 
sions, be they pro or con. Would | like to try 
one? Does a frog have eyes? | elected to 
work with the light varmint model. It arrived 
shortly thereafter, serial #007, with a PPC 
bolt face. The action is 7/2 inches long, with 
a 1.370” diameter. The bolt’s diameter is 
.874”, with a rotation of 90 degrees. 

The action was looked over carefully, 
and a number of checks of runout were 
made. This was a very early model, and 
some things were found that | was not sat- 
isfied with. Over the following months, talk- 
ing frequently to Charlie by both mail and 
phone, changes were made in the produc- 
tion setup. During that same period of time 
Seely Masker was working with a heavy 
varmint model action. So Charlie had two 
old nitpickers on his case, and sometimes 
we were not at all gentle in our “construc- 
tive criticism”. | suspect that there were 
times when he had to question the wisdom 
of his statement to each of us... “tell me 
the truth, as you see it”. Still, Charlie sur- 
vived the period, and many of our sugges- 
tions have been incorporated into the mod- 
els currently being made. 

The action has 45 degree locking lugs. 
When the initial announcement of the ac- 
tion was made, there were some who felt 
that hard extraction would result as cases 
such as the PPC did their stretching act.

Double O Seven has to date been exposed 
to some mighty high chamber pressures in 
a specific effort to see if | could cause hard 
extraction. To date | have been unable to 
cause harder extraction than would have 
been developed with any other action. Fur- 
thermore the action is guaranteed by Fire- 
arms Development Corp. to remain free 
from locking lug gaulling for a full decade 
from the date of purchase. With the 30 de- 
gree bolt face the bolt has a very unconven- 
tional appearance but fits the action close- 
ly, without any sloppyness, and is smooth 
operating. Locking lug bearing area is re- 
ported to be .210 square inches, somewhat 
better than other designs. 

The action is made with certified aircraft 
quality steel... 4150, 4140 and 4340. It is 
heat treated to provide 38 to 40 core hard- 
ness on Rockwell C scale. The bottom of 
the action is fluted to obtain greater bed- 
ding area, and acts as integral recoil lugs 
when the action is properly bedded or glued 
in. The trigger hanger is of conventional de- 
sign. 

The action can be supplied with integral 
scope bases, ’and at my request action 
#007 had this feature. | have heard the 
opinion expressed that this feature weak- 
ened the front receiver ring. | don’t agree, 
and after testing the lugs to the upper limits 
of the cases, I’m convinced that a lot of 
other nasty and unpleasant things will hap- 
pen first, before the front receiver ring fails. 
| did however discover a minor problem 
with the integral scope bases when the 
time came to select scope rings. Currently 
available rings that would be acceptable 
have a maximum height of .100”, and a 
clearance of something higher is required 
of the rings. Fortunately | was spared any 
great problem by friend Marty Columbo 
who in his usual efficient manner came up 
with a solution by splitting the bottom of a 
set of Weaver rings and installing a spacer. 
The job was done right, which was proven 
when it came time to mount them on the ac- 
tion and line up the scope. Right on the 
money! The weight saved by not needing 
scope blocks was probably somewhat can- 
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celled out by the additional spacers added 
to the rings. 

The action weight of Double O Seven is 
two pounds, fifteen ounces. | would sus- 
pect that models currently being made are 
slightly lighter because of changes that 
have been made in their design in the mean- 
time. With a Saunders two ounce trigger 
the action total weight is a snit over three 
pounds (Editor: | regret that we will not 
reply to inquiries asking for a precise defini- 
tion of “snit”). Although the heavy varmint 
model has an outside diameter of 1.450”, 
its weight is but four ounces heavier. 

Often a reference is made to “my barrel 
maker” in this column. Those who know me 
are aware that | am referring to Hart Rifle 
Barrels. I’ve used other makes to be sure, 
and often with good results. But it’s hard to 
break away from something that works, 
and Hart barrels have worked for me since 
my first one from Clyde Hart back in 1961. 
That Hart barrel had come along about ten 
years before, and had cleaned a lot of 
clocks in the ensuing ten years. After the 
action arrived | put in a call to Lafayette, 
New York. Kay Hart answered (PJ may be 
the boss of the outfit, but | have to suspect 
that Kay is the Boss). “I'd like to order a 
light varmint .2240” barrel with a 1-15 
twist.” “Okay, you should have it in a cou- 
ple of weeks.” Three weeks later the barrel 
arrived. The barrel was then threaded for 
the required 1x16 TPI, 1.1 inches long, and 
chambered for the 22 PPC. With the barrel 
installed the 10%2 pound weight limit was 
reached with a barrel length of 22 inches. 
For good bullet stability | feel that a 22 inch 
barrel is about the minimum with a 1-15 
twist with the bullets that | expect to use, 
and at the velocity levels that | want to work 
at. 

As all of this was going on, some thought 
had to be given to the selection of a suitable 
stock. | myself have never used a Lee Six 
stock, but there are an awful lot of them 
around at every match. Lee has been in the 
fiberglass stock business for a long time 
and he makes any number of styles and de- 
signs. There are over a dozen listed in the 
current Six Enterprises catalog, from field 
models to the most advanced benchrest 
models, and additional models for silhou- 
ette rifle and pistol. | selected the Shilen 
thumbhole design. This stock was the out- 
growth of an Ed Shilen stock design back in 
the days of wood stocks, andis a well prov- 
en design. Doc Maretzo certainly does well 
with Six thumbhole stocks. 

Very little preparation for bedding and 
painting 007 was required. From the very 
start, this rifle just kind of fell together. One 
of my personal limitations controlling the 
rifle on the bags with a 10/2 pound gun. The 
Six thumbhole stock is a jewel in this de- 
partment! | have never felt this comfortable 
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with a lighter rifle before, and it showed up 
(favorably) when the rifle was first fired. 
This stock rides the sandbags in a first 
class manner. 

And now, the important question ... 
does it shoot? The New York State Hunter 
class championships were coming up very 
shortly, just as the rifle was being finished. 
Seely and a number of the gang from 
Dunhams Bay had been on my case during 
the late summer to shoot in the varmint for 
score class. They had also been after an 
editor and a dentist, so at least | did not feel 
| was catching all the heat alone. | had no 
idea what in the world varmint for score 
was all about, but it might be a dandy time 
to try this little rifle if | could just get it ready 
in time. 

The first trip to my nearby local range 
was a windy kind of day, far from even half 
way decent conditions. About all that | was 
able to prove that day was that when | 
squeezed the trigger, the gun would fire. 
Everything else was less clear. Atleast! got 
the cases fire-formed, using a load that 
works well in my rail gun when | plug in the 
22 PPC barrel. 

Four days before departure time for the 
Dunhams Bay match, with nothing as yet 
really proven about the rifle or load, | gota 
call from Seely. “You going to Dunhams 
Bay?” “Well, | think so, if | can get this new 
stick shooting.” “In that case get off your 
buns and get up a day early, and we'll get it 
shooting.” So | found myself committed to 
fire a new unproven load in a kind of match 
that | had never fired in before. The chanc- 
es that | would make a complete fool out of 
myself seemed excellent. (Editor: when | ar- 
rived at the Bay the Vegas line was quoted 
at 5 to 2 on that possibility, with a lot of ac- 
tion on both sides of the line). 

| managed to get out to my local range 
again the next day, and fortunately the 
weather was halfway decent this time. 
Loading right there on the firing line | found 
that a 3/10 grain drop from the load that my 


rail gun preferred was the ticket that got 
this little rifle humming. 

Dunhams Bay has become one of my fa- 
vorite ranges. The place is full of strange- 
but-interesting personalities (several of 
whom are regular PS contributors). They 
shoot like crazy, and will give you the shirt 
off their backs during the match, and a cold 
beer when day is done. My kind of people! 
(Editor: Ditto). They run a good match at 
the Bay. Conditions can get a trifle sporting 
there, and it’s a good place to always take 
your rain gear because the weather can be 
quite unpredictable in the Adirondack 
mountains. Seely and | each did some 
shooting with the rifle the day before the 
match and were not unhappy with its per- 
formance. Groups in the official screamer 
range were evident. During the match itself, 
taking a lot of advice from Seely, | came 
away without making a fool of myself, and 
in the grand agg | finished two spots ahead 
of the editor, which hopefully will establish 
the official pecking order around here for 
1987. Another columnist won the whole 
thing (Seely) but Dave and | agreed that he 
was using an unfair technique, and hence 
nocredit was to be given to the accomplish- 
ment. Once we figure out what the unfair 
technique was, we'll let you know. | did es- 
tablish that that little old x can be mighty 
elusive (Editor: Did they give you an elusive 
one as well? They gave me areallittle stink- 
er ...1 chased it all over the range for two 
whole days). 

This little rifle will shoot along with the 
best of them, and I’m very happy with it. 
The Firearms Development action, Hart 
barrel, and Lee Six stock were tops to start 
with, and properly put together, make a 
very competitive rifle.

LETTER TO THE EDITOR 


(Editor's introduction: Torbjorn 
Haggblom — address is Mellantorp 14, 
22240 Hammarland, Finland — has been 
corresponding with the editor and with 
Walt Berger for a while now. He has 
solved the difficulty of having to write two 
letters by instead writing one letter to 
both of us making a photo copy, and mail- 
ing the two of them off. | thought his last 
letter was kind of interesting, and I'll 
share it with you). 


Dear Walt: 

The July issue of PS just arrived, a 
monthly happening not to be taken lightly 
here. Put the cat out, opened a cold beer, 
made myself comfortable, and started 
reading. 

| see — with considerable pleasure — 
that you did well at the Crawfish Invita- 
tional. From reading PS over the last five 
years, | know that you are a good shot. 
Now | know — from my own firsthand ex- 
perience — that you make darn good bul- 
lets as well. My very first group with Berg- 
er bullets (68 grains), and 25.0 grains of 
4198 (IMR, lot #3139) measured .082 
M.O.A. at 100 meters. This is my stan- 
dard load for the 6PPC. I have tried Norma 
201, H322, IMR 4895, and reloader 7 in 
my PPC .... and 4198 has continually 
out-shot them. One thing that | find 
strange... .|candiscern no difference in 
accuracy between 24.0 grains and 26.0 
grains, or any amount that lies between 
those two increments. | have chosen 25.0 
grains as a compromise, but as | said, it 
shoots the same if | go up a grain, or down 
a grain. | rationalize my choice to myself 
by insisting that 25.0 grains will give me 
better wind bucking than 24.0 grains, and 
longer barrel life than 26.0 grains. | use 
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BULLETS

Federal 205m primers. The neck of the 
loaded round is .2615”, the chamber is 
.262, and my Hart sizer is .260. | followed 
your earlier advice, and seat my bullets to 
just touch the lands. 

| have since fired 32 more groups with 
Berger bullets. When conditions are fa- 
vorable, they certainly shoot quite im- 
pressively. When conditions start moving 
around, and my groups openupabit... .| 
can’t blame it on the bullets! My shooting 
has noticeably improved since | started 
with Berger bullets. | just got my hands on 
1,000 of your 52 grain .224 caliber bullets, 
and I’m looking forward to trying them 
out. 

I'm having problems with my .222 
heavy varmint rifle. You will recall that this 
is a “plain vanilla” Remington 700 action, 
no sleeve, not glued in, bedded in bisonite 
in a McMillan glass stock. It has a Hart 
barrel with a .250 neck, and Hart trigger. 
On top is a Leupold 36x scope, with 
Weaver rings and bases. | have learned 
more about how to shoot in “conditions” 
from the .222 than from my 6PPC; the 
.222 is certainly more sensitive to condi- 
tions than is the PPC. My basic problem 
with the deuce is that it shoots quite well 
only if it is loaded “hot”. And when loaded 
hot, the brass flows forward, and the 
primer pockets loosen up. Perhaps Lapua 
cases are softer than other brands; | hon- 
estly don’t know. | do however like to use 
Lapua brass because they are very uni- 
form, and there is enough brass in the 
neck to clean up properly for my .250 
chamber. | have found Lapua cases, 
when relatively new, shot better than any 
other brand that I’ve tried. 

So, right about now | am very interested 
in your .222 RIW (re-invented wheel). This 
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.222-45 of yours, with its 45 degree shoul- 
der, | would think would stop the forward 
brass flow. |. suspect however that the 
changed shoulder angle will have no 
change on the primer pockets loosening 
problem. Do you have any idea how much 
greater water capacity this .222-45 has 
than the standard .222? What barrel twist 
are you recommending? What success 
have you had with light to medium loads in 
your .222 RIW? 

I’ve been thinking about making a few 
changes to that 700 Remington actioned 
rifle. The 700 action has a 1.357” diame- 
ter, the Hart No. 1 plain act has a 1.400” 
diameter, and the CPS SLV action has a 
1.420” diameter. I’m considering taking 
the gun apart, using the stock and 
trigger,m and buying either a Hart No. 1 or 
CPS action, and either go the glue-in 
route, or possibly pillar bedding. 

| see that you used .222 Lapua brass at 
the Crawfish! 

On August 17th we held our second 
“Nordic Championships” on the Aland Is- 
lands (an authonomous island state in the 
Baltic Sea that is associated with Fin- 
land). We shot only the heavy varmint 
class, and three 5-shot groups. There 
were 35 shooters there for the match, 
with participants coming from Norway, 
Sweden, Finland and the host Aland Is- 
lands. We shot at 100 meters only. We 
only have 5 benches, but we do however 
have moving backers. 

Conditions for the match were not too 
easy. One minute there was bright sun, 
the next minute it was cloudy. The wind 
was gusting, up to 27 m.p.h. The wind 
flags were going crazy, some of them 
going in one direction, while others went 
the exact opposite. There was simply no

In many ways the January 1983 Winter 
Meeting seems like only yesterday. Many 
events have passed and a great deal of 
joy has been brought into my life during 
these last four years. Admittedly, there 
have been a few times that have not been 
as joyful — but overall the two terms as 
President of this fine organization have 
been satisfying. | would like to take the 
opportunity of this farewell message to 
thank all of the IBS, NBRSA and Foreign 
affiliated members that have made this 
job a satisfying one. It has given me great 
encouragement to find the many people 
that belong to our sport that will share of 
themselves unselfishly. Please bear with 
me as | recap some of the accomplish- 
ments that we collectively have put be- 
hind us over the last four years. 

There have been a number of adminis- 
trative areas that have been developed. A 
majority of these have to do with the 
awards systems. All of the Traveling and 
Keeper Plaques for our championships 
were brought up to date and were kept 
current during the last four years. Cham- 
pions were able to expect that the plates 
for the trophies would be engraved and 
returned to them within a coupie of 
months of the Championships. A system 
has been developed and will be proposed 
to the Exec Committee in January to keep 
this as a lasting result. The PRECISION 
RIFLEMAN Award Points System was 
painstakingly developed and brought up 
to date. The assistance of my wife in the 
labors and the assistance of many shoot- 
ers in providing the needed match reports 
were both key to this success. The sys- 
tem is now ready to be routinely devel- 
oped and competitors can readily get 
their current standings from the IBS Re- 
cording Secretary. This system will also 
be recommended to the Exec Board as an 
ongoing Administrative System to ensure 
that the hard work was not done in vain. 
The awards for the Silver and Gold Ac- 
complishment levels within the PRECI- 
SION RIFLEMAN Award System were 
developed and the appropriate shooters 
were recognized. The system for award- 
ing Aggregate winner patches was im- 
proved by turning the patches over to the 
clubs at the beginning of the year. This 
system also had shortfalls as some clubs 
misplaced the patches. An improved sys- 
tem to be handled by the Recording Sec- 
retary is being developed and will be rec- 
ommended at the January Exec Board 
meeting. An International Record Book 
was assembled and has been almost 
completely updated to the beginning of 
IBS Competition. There are a few records 
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missing, but these will be entered as soon 
as the data is located. This book is part of 
an ongoing system that will be adminis- 
tered by the Records Chairperson. The 
purchase of a computer was approved for 
computerization of membership. The 
computerization is nearing completion. 
At the completion of computerization, a 
vast improvement in membership pro- 
cessing will be experienced. The Four 
Gun program was developed for the IBS 
championships and a new approach to 
running IBS Championships was devel- 
oped. This was topped by the running of a 
precedent setting Championship in con- 
junction with Council Cup Range in Au- 
gust 1986. European Heavy Varmint and 
Light Varmint IBS Championships were 
inaugurated in May 1986 and were a suc- 
cess. Annual meeting attendance and 
participation has increased with an im- 
proved format to encourage increased 
socializing and membership participation 
in setting the rules of competition. 

The portion of my tenure that brought a 
very great deal of joy and satisfaction is 
the maturing and growth of the Score 
Shooting facet of our competition. The 
development of classes by the IBS that 
meet everyone’s needs and the imple- 
mentation of the Score Shooter of the 
Year Award by the Mainville Club have 
been the two driving forces that has dou- 
bled the size of this competition. | have to 
extend my heart felt thanks to the Score 
Committee and the ‘‘Official Score Statis- 
ticians’’ for the many hours of thought 
and labor of love that they have put into 
this effort. Thanks to Randy Fritz, Vince 
Pastorella, Paul Olewine, Bill Creasy and 
Martha Creasy. Results such as those ex- 
perienced by this committee makes all of 
the work worthwhile. 

The friendships that have been devel- 
oped during this time period are ones that 
will last an eternity. At the same time the 
friendships that have endured this period 
ot time are ones that will most certainly 
last. There have been decisions that have 
had to be made that have not always run 
along the lines of helping friendships. | 
thank the effected individuals for their un- 
derstanding in these circumstances and 
appreciate their continued friendship 
even more. 

Joan and | are looking forward to seeing 
many of you at the Winter Meeting this 
year and most certainly at the matches 
this coming summer. We love you all.

What we are addressing (or more 
properly ... try to correct) is the current 
situation of firing one gun in the morning 
session as a light varmint rifle, then firing 
the same gun in the afternoon and calling 
it a sporter rifle. The founding fathers of 
our sport, a couple decades ago, aroused 
the wrath of a few by writing the specifica- 
tions for the two classes in such a way 
that one virtually had to fire two different 
rifles. In those days the .222 family of car- 
tridges, as well as the .219 Donaldson 
Wasp were king of the hill, and the leaders 
of the sport were under the mistaken be- 
lief that the .224 family would always 
dominate the benchrest world. The 
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sporter class was created to MAKE 
shooters work with something else. In 
1975 or so the creation of the 6PPC and 
its subsequent emergence as the domi- 
nant accuracy cartridge ... changed all 
that. For ten years now we have been fir- 
ing the same rifle twice. 

After ten years, it’s time to correct the 
situation. We gave the rule what was es- 
sentially a 17 month phase-in period. 
Ample time for a new barrel if one chooses 
the low budget approach to things. Let’s 
do the sensible thing here . . . and get the 
show on the road. The present set-up, as 
it evolved (with the advent of 6PPC domi- 
nance) is, to put this in forthright fashion 
... kind of dumb. That seems like the very 
best reason ... for changing things. 

| am aware of the argument that ‘‘but 
the way things are now, with one gun!|can 
fire all three classes’’. Shall we do away 
with heavy bench class, because this fel- 
low cannot competitively shoot ten shot 
groups with his one gun, and hence might 
be unhappy? Where is he going to go? 
High power? How many rifles is he going 
to need to fire ‘‘all the classes’’ at Camp 
Perry? Small bore? Is he going to fire the 
position matches with his ‘‘one gun’, a 
prone rifle? Pistol? They have .22, .38, 
and .45 for ‘‘all classes’. Even under the 
way we propose to revise things, the 
shooter CAN do it with one gun... he’s 
going to have to change barrels at least 
once however. You can’t get away that 
easily in high power, small bore, or pistol. | 
GUESS you could shoot your trap gun as 
skeet, and vice versa. Buit the basic argu- 
ment. ..unfortunately does not hold a lot 
of water.
